"Andrew Carneige died 
shortly 


"after seven o'clock ffiis morning." 


Carneige early in his career as a 


finauctal leader, expressed the iirm 
conviction that it was "a sin to die 
rich." He gave a number of count- 
less gifts to avoid this designated 
expression "but it was believed that 
his income was so great that he was 
unable to make 
little impression 


upon his wealth. 


Carneige had been incompatible 


for several years. During tj£- early 
part of the war,

his ideas, he began to fail "rapidly 
and thereafter ^appeared very sel- 
dom in public.

Decides Venereal Patients Must 


Submit to Treatment 


OF INTEREST ALL OVER STATE 


The city ordinance requiring phy- 


sicians to report all cases of ven- 
ereal diseases to the state board of 
health, which was passed by the city 
council last Tuesday night and will 
become a law next Thursday, after I 
two legal publications, has been up- | 
held by the judge of the city court 
in Indianapolis, according to infor- 
mation received by the city board of 
health. 


It was alleged by inspectors-for 


the bureau of venereal diseases 
operated by 
the sfate 
board of 


health that three colored men and a 
white man had failed to report tit 
the free clinic for treatment as they 
had agreed to do when given this 
alternative to n. 
quarantine. 
The 


men admitted their infected condi- 
tion in the court, and also that they 
were possible distributors of disease 
germs. As a result the judge fined 
each $1 and costs and added sixty 
days in jail. This 
sentence w;« 


suspended for the 
period 
during 


which the inspectors required their 
regular attendance at the free clinic 
any they abided byjheir .promise to 
report regularly until rendered non- 
infectious. 


Officials of the 
state board of 


health assert that this action by the 
Indianapolis city court indicates the 
validity of the ordinance in other 
cities and that with proper enforce- 
ment of the venereal disease report- 
ing ordinances it should not be diffi- 
cult to make an effective 
campaign 


against the source of much insani- 
ty, pauperism and crime, •within the 
state.
